and places thereof ; infomuch that in their Council at Bagaia you ſhall 
find no leſs than three hundred and odd Biſhops of their brood: Nay, ſang 
mierows, that whereas formerly men were accuſtomed to bluſh and be a- 
ſhamed of their Ations, there were none at that time, ſaith Opratar, to 
do it, 9#ia prater paxcos Catholicos peccaverunt wniverſi ; foraſmuch asall 
were become Swners, and all (a few Catholicks excepted) Apoſtates from 
the Vnity of the Church. A Schiſm that laſted near-an hundred years; 
and might have continued much longer in the Church, had not the pes 
Denati (upon the death of Parmenian their Biſhop)'put two new ones, 
Primianus and Maximianus, together in the Chatr at once, of whoin Saint 
Auguſtine makes this Remark, that for any Worth or Excellency in them 
(other than to head a Fat ton) Maximianus might have been Minimianue, 
and Primianus might have been Poſtremianus. However this Bi/nop. ypot 
Biſhop ſo divided and ſubdivided the Party, 'that it broke their Unity; and

of Secular, but of Eccleſiaſtical Deprivations by Synods, abuſing they 
lawſull power, and unjuſtly depriving and depoſing Biſhops, whom the 
ought not to have deprivedand depoſed. And that the Author oughthy 
be ſo underſtood, is farther evident from his citing the Synod: e 
tion of their Canons, as well as the Canons themſelves, with reſpettty 
which they tell ns, that notwithſtanding what is ſaid in thoſe Canons;th 
People and Prieſts may ſeparate from their Biſhop, or the Biſhops 
their Metropolitane, or the Metropolitane from the Patriarch before$y- 
nodical condemnation ;, if they openly and publickly Preach any Here 
which is already condemned by the holy Synods ; which ſtrongly imphes 
that he thought, that they were not upon any other account to forſake 
ther, unleſs they were Synodically condemned ;, and that the unjuſt dpo- 
ſions he ſpeaks of in his Trearsſe, are to be underſtood of unjult depoſitions} 
by Sy»od;, i.e. of unjuſt depoſitions by the proper and competent, but 
erring Judge. 

As great as the decay of ancient Diſcipline was in the Greek Church, in

under the Tutorſhip of 2Muzalon and Arſenins, the Patriarch of Conſtarm 
rinople: But Muzalor, a Man of inferior Quality, perceiving he was en- 
vied by the Nobles and common People, offered to reſign his Truſt into 
the hands of the Nobles, convened for this purpoſe; but they refuſed 
to let him part with his Truſt, and not long after, with the whole Army 
rook an Oath to him, under the higheſt Imprecations to themſelves and 
their Families, that without any Treachery they would maintain him in 
the Wardſhip of the young Prince, and reſerve the'Empire for bim and 
his Poſterity. But notwirſtanding this Oath ſome of the-Nobles ſix 
days after ſet upon Muzalon in the Church, and flew him and his two 
Brothers at the Altar, whither they had fled for Shelter. Upon this Ar- 
ſenizs, very much perplexed, conſults with the Nobles what was to be 
done for the Safety of the Prince, in which Conſaltation they choſe 445- 
chael Paleologus to take the Adminiſtration upon him, under the Title of 
Deſpor, during his Minority. | 
After this the chief among the Nobles declare him Emperour, which 
troubled the good Patriarch exceedingly, who thereupon had thoughts 
of excommunicating the Uſurper, and all his Adherents; but upon far- 
ther deliberation he thought it more adviſable to give way, and bind 
both him and them by new Oaths to give Security to the Prince, both 
a to his Life, and Succeſfion to the Throne, when he ſhould come to 
ge. 
Shortly after he had taken this ſecurity from them, he was forced at 
the inſtance of the Senate and Clergy totie the Diadem upon the Head of 
Paleologus with his own hands 3 but when he did it, he made him ſwear 
again that he ſhould recede from the Government, and lay by all the 
Regalia, to make way for the Prince when he came of Age. But after 
this, the good old Man ſeeing the Prince his Pupil deſpiſed, retired from 
his Church into a Monaſtery, and was ſucceeded by Nicephorus, Biſhop of 
| Epbeſus ;, who died after he had enjoyed hisdignity a year. Soon after 
this Pakologus being peaceably ſetled in Conſtantinople and the Govern- 
| ment, calls back Arſenius, and makes him Patriarch again upon the va- 
caficy of Nicephorns : Aud not long after reſolving to keep the Empire 
for himſelf, he perſiſted to marry the Siſters of the Prince+ to inferior 
perſons, and without .any regard to humanity, or his repeated Oaths, 
- he puts out the Eyes of the Prince, and ſent him,_to be ſafely kept in a 
remote Priſon. | 
The Patriarch upon this excommunicates the Emperor Peleologus, who 
in a ſeeming humble mafiner deſires to te abſolved from the excommn-
